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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants' submissions including amendments to the claims and remarks, filed 
on 18 October 2010 and 05 January 201 1, have been entered. 

In the claimed amendment filed 1 8 October 20 1 0, independent claim 1 was amended to 
include the limitations that: 

"wherein the monomer bearing a cyclic structure is selected from the group 
consisting of styrene, vinylnaphthalene, indene, vinylcyclohexane, vinylcyclohexene, 
cyclohexene, dipentene, limonene, bicyclo [2,1,1] heptene, methylbicyclo [2,2,2] 
heptene, dimethylbicyclo [2,2,1] heptene, dicyclopentadiene, dihydrodicyclopentadiene, 
and tetracyclo[6.2.1.1 3 6 0 27 ] dodecene; and 

wherein a blending ratio of the component (B) is 0.5 to 5% by mass based on the 
composition." 

Thus polymer component (B) which has a molecular weight range of from 8,000 to 
40,000 is present in the claims in an amount of 0.5 to 5.0% by mass which differs from the prior 
art reference to Holubec (4,162,985) which adds about 5 to about 70 weight percent of at least 
one oil soluble polymer having a molecular weight range of 750 to 10,000; preferably up to 
about 5,000, which teaches away from the claimed invention. The examples in Holubec contain 
amounts of 12%, 32%, 40% and 22% by weight of this polymer component, which leads away 
from the claimed invention. Further, the data presented by applicants in the specification and in 
the previously filed Rule 1.132 Declaration supports the conclusion that when the polymer 
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component (B) is present in amounts higher than 5%, the fluid composition exhibits poor shear 
stability, and that the weight range of component (B) is critical. 

Matsuno et al (6,191,330) teaches that viscosity index improvers for traction drive fluids 
include polyalkylstyrenes which differs from independent claim 1, as amended, wherein polymer 
component (B) includes styrenes and polystyrenes, and not poly(alkyl-substituted)styrenes.
